Mr.  Spung  put  his  hearers  at  ease  by  confess- 
ing that  probably  half  the  folks  in  the  Area  Of- 
fice could  do  better  at  it  than  he  could  in  tell- 
ing about  his  job,  as  they'  knew  more  about  tt.  than 
he.
